Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

An excision is necessary to remove depictions of sexual activity that degrade, demean and 
dehumanise the female participants to a high degree, and represent women as inherently 
inferior. The women are degraded, demeaned and dehumanised by the activities, by the 
way that the scenes are filmed and by the way that they are positioned and treated. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Slutty &Sluttier3 (Disc 1) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Sltitty &Sluttier3 (Disc 1) is a DVD that presents depictions of sexual activity between men 
and women, with a particular focus upon the women's bodies. 

The Classification Office required an excision to the DVD. The excision was in order to 
remove material from the publication which normalises, and presents as titillating, highly 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning behaviour and treatment. This material is so 
strong that it represents women as inherently inferior. The sequence presents a significant 
risk of injury to the public good because it results in the publication associating degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning behaviour with sexual activity. The publication is intended 
to facilitate sexual arousal for audiences of adult males. This association is likely to 
reinforce negative attitudes towards women in general. The distributor of the publication 
refused to make the excision and so the publication is classified as objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 on the application of the classification criteria under the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPCAct). The classification of objectionable 
interferes with adults' freedom of expression as set out in the Bill of Rights. However, this 
right needs to be balanced against the likely injury to the public good from making 
available a publication that promotes attitudes towards women that most New Zealanders 
would find disturbing and unacceptable. The classification of objectionable reflects the 
concerns of New Zealand's democratic society, as set out by Parliament in the FVPC Act, 
that such publications should not be available. This is the minimum restriction that can be 
applied to prevent injury to the public good. 
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
